Poison Before Time 


To Hang 


Nuernberg, Oct. 16 — Her- 

mann Goering did not lead the 
last parade today — the one to 
the gallows. He lay dead in 
his cell by his own hand and 
Joachim von Ribbentrop took 
his place at the head of the 
march into eternity. 
Goering swallowed cyanide 
of potassium just before his 
death sentence was to be read 
to him, and only two hours 
before the traps of the scaf- 
folds began banging open to 
drop 10 other Nazi ringleaders 
to their deaths to pay for war 
crimes. 

Ribbentrop was foreign 
minister in the ill-starred re- 
gime of Adolph Hitler. 

All of the 10 made brief 
statements on the “Long Live 
Germany” pattern so familiar 
during their trial of more 
than 10 months. Most of the 
executed men endeavored to 
show their bravery. Most of 
them were bitterly defiant 
and some grimly resigned, 
while others begged the Al- 
mighty for mercy.

American Business”

NEW YORK, Oct, 14—There 
seems to be one simple answer 
to the recent drop in the value 
investors put on American indus- 
try: things are fundamentally 
unsound. Approximately half 
of the family units in the coun- 
try have an income of $2,000 or 
less. a year. Those people, over 
the years, have come to depend 
on a smooth running mass pro: 
duction machine for the relative- 
ly high standard of living they 
enjoyed, higher than that of any 
other nation, During the past 
year they have seen the steady 
flow of raw materials to manu- 
facturing plants, thence to retail 
outlets and to the ultimate con- 
sumer interrupted time and 
again by strikes and government 
regulation to the point where the 
whole economy has been dis- 
located. This has raised the 
cost of producing goods to such 
an extent that a great many 
people no longer are reluctant 
to buy; they just cannot afford 
to, The answer seems as sim- 
ple as the cause: prices must 
eventually return to a 
where more people can afford 
more things, That will come 
about as sales contract. Pros- 
perity will resume when the in- 
dividual worker improves the 
quality of his output, when the 
mass production machine once 
more is running smoothly for 
the benefit of the whole people,
